It deals with Act No. 9. 


' 
Arkansas's adventure into regulation 


of air travel was provided for by Act 
No. 9 of 1931, which was introduced 
in the senate as 
Creed Caldwell. 


The Department of Aeronautics is a 


part of the state highway department, 
although the state honorary aircraft 
board authorized some years ago is 
provided as an advistory board to the 
state highway commission. The lat- 
ter, however, has full power to ap- 
prove or reject any recommendation 
)ji:ult> by the .state honorary :iiivr:«ft 


board.. 


The act permits the appointment of 


airplane inspectors, where such in- 
spectors shall qualify by having had 
at least 500 hours' flying experience. 
Their duties would be to inspect all 
private aircraft operating in the state. 


The department of aeronautics also 


would aid in construction and im- 
provement of a system of airports, 
and to help in the establishment of 
airways for mail and passengers. 


A tax of five cents a gallon is levied 


on all gasoline or fuel used by private 
airplanes, the revenue to be paid into 
the state highway fund to pay the 
cost of administering the act. Any 
established inter-state airline would 
be exempted from payment of the 
fivc-i-ont l:ix. 


Reno Matches Our 90-Day 


Bill With Law Requir- 


ing Only 6 Weeks 


CARSON CITY, Ncv.-(/|J)—Nevada's 


six weeks divorce bill by which Reno 
hopes to retain its position as the 
nation's divorce capital against coin- 
petition from Hot Springs, Ark., and 
Boise, Idaho, passed the state Senate 
Monday, 


The .bill passed the House several 


days ago but must be returned for ap- 
proval of an amendment making it ef- 
fective May 1 instead of immediately 
on its approval of the governor. It is 
indicated the House will take a favor- 
able vote this week. 


Gov. 
F. S. Balzar has said he will 


sign the bill when it reaches his desk, 
probably Wednesday. 


It provides that suits for divorce 


may be filed after either party to the 
action has resided in' the stale con- 
tinuously for six weeks. 


Arkansas and Idaho recently enact- 


ed laws permitting the filing of di- 
vorce actions after three months resi- 
dence, the period rekuircd at present 
in Nevada. Fearing that Hot Springs 
and Boise would lure away its profit- 
able divorce business, estimated to be 
worth ?3,000,000 annually, Reno replied 
witli the six weeks legislation. 


Only one dissenting vote was easl in 


the Senate. The House previously 
had given unanimous approval. 


To make divorce not only quicker, 


but also cheaper, D. H. Candy, speak- 
er of the House ivnd a newspaper 
publisher, Monday introduced a bill 
to fix the maximum fee to be charg- 
ed by attorneys in uncontcstcd di- 
vorce cases at $35 for each party.

An anti-evolution bill similar to 


Tennessee'? was introduced' in the 
Arkansas legislature in 1927 but was 
defeated. Petitions later1 were circu- 
lated in the state and the bill was put 
on'thej ballot in the state election in 
19?8 as an initiated act, and was 
adopted.

that will carry out my program of 
hard-surfaced roads." 


"Strangling Taxpayers" 


Governor Long's statement contain- 


ed the charge that "the politicians of 
that state (Mississippi) arc strangling 
tho taxpayers, wasting and dissipat- 
ing their tax money." The- Louisiana 
executive gave it as his opinion that 
"in the first place, Mississippi ought 
to get out and set itself a governor; 


a governor whom the stale will back 
all the way down the line; a gover- 
nor who will listen to reason and who 
will not be pestered with some coterie 
trying to block every move." 


He said that "the state is now tied 


hand and foot with two contending 
factions which will not permit pro- 
gress or advancement. Neither one 
of the present factions is worth two 
whoops." 


To this. Governor Bilbo replied: 
"Louisiana's potlikker governor is 


trying to cover too much territory 
when he butts in on Mississippi af- 
fairs." 


Dunk It or Crumble It" 


The Mississippi executive took par- 


ticular exception to a suggestion ' in 
the long statement that Mississippi 
elect M. CC. Conner, a former speak- 
er of the House, as their governor. 


"The voters of Mississippi are in- 


telligent enough to select their own 
governor without dictation from Gov- 
ernor Long, who is noted for his fond- 
ness for green pajamas," Governor 
Bilbo said in his formal statement, 
which ended with this challenge:

There is, however, 
something especially significant in the 
talk recently broadcast by Mr. Beattie 
during the "Farm and Home Hour," 
the official radio program of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


" 'To plant or not to plant a home 


garden' is the question in the minds 
of thousands of-heads of families this 
spring," said Mr. Beattie. "The De- 
partment of Agriculture is receiving 
more than the usual number of letters 
asking for garden information, also 
many inquiries as to the possibilities 
of home gardens as a means qf pro- 
viding' food for families of unem- 
ployed."
